Some question had been raised as to 
the right ‘of the Supreme ‘Council to 
modify the ‘regulations concerning the 
Reparation Commission, but, as a. mat- 
ter of fact, the treaty expressly gives 
that right, provided all the Governments 
represented on the commission are in 
favor of it. As each member of the 
Supreme Council «signed the protocol, 
that condition has been fulfilled clearly. 
The protocol. ‘authorizes the Repara- 
tion Commission to set up a ‘‘ Commit- 
tee of Guarantees,”” which will consist 
not only of representatives of the Allies 
now represented on the Reparation Com- 
miasion, but shall also include a repre- 
sentative of. the United States, provided 
the American Government wishes to ap- 
point one. This committee will superin- 
tend the payment and. distribytion of 
the reparations and moneys. 

It is to ‘have authority to take, over 
from Germany what are defined as the 
first proceeds of all customs, and es- 
pecially all import and export duties; 
secondly, the proceeds of the 25 per cent. 
levy on the value of exports, and thirdly, 
the: proceeds of any indirect taxes ‘or 
other funds the German Government 
may suggest should be used to pay the 
reparations. 

- It is, however, expressly laid down 
that the Committee of Guarantees 
should not be authorized to interfere 
with the German Administration. The 
reason of this prohibition, . it Was ex- 
plainéd, is that the Allies desire to avoid 
the setting up of any such control of 
German's internal affairs as the Otto- 
man Debt Commission had over Turkish 
home airs, It is intended that Ger- 
man shall remain absolute mistress in 
her own house as long as she mieets her 
external obligations. 

Another provision of the protocol re- 
quires Germany to provide any material 
or labor any of the Allies may desire 
for the restoration of its devastated{ 
areas or development of its industrial or 
economic life. , 

German Bends te Be Sold, 


The schedule dealing with terms of the 
reparation demands contains one pro- 
vision that suggests that the Allies once 
they have recelyéd bonds from Germany 
have no intention of keeping them locked 
up in ‘their own treasuries. The Com- 
mittee of Guarantees receives special 
power, if it wishes to do ‘so, to add 
to its. membership representatives ‘of 
three more States and it.is directed to 
choose States the citizens of which ‘hold 
‘a sufficient quantity of German bonds 
to entitle to representation. From

Marshal Speaks. at Conqueror’s 
_ Tomb—American Legion Men 
in Paris Ceremonies.

PARIS, May 5.—The French celebra- 
tion. of the eentenary of Napoleon’s 
death came to a dramatic close this 
afternoon. when Marshal Foch stood ‘be- 
Bide the Tomb of the Emperor and con- 
queror and declared that it was due. to 
his military lessons that’ the Allies de- 
feated Germany. ‘Then the modern con- 
queror. declared that Napoleon had 
failed and fallen. because he believed 
that. the fate of peoples could be settled 
by the sword, because- he’ forgot that 
as more blessed than war. . 

Raising reverently the sword of Aus- 
terlitz, Marshal Foch ba te his ‘eulogy 
By. a review of Napoleon’s military 
glories, and praised his ability to defeat 
larger forces with smaller ones. One 
could read between the lines that he was 
telling how he followed the example 
which he described. After an eloquent 
portrayal of the rien ability of Na- 
poleon, the Marshal said: - f 

‘‘ He carried’ his victorious eagles. from 
the Alps to the Pyramids and from the 
banks of the Tagus to those of the Mos- 
kowa, excelling in their flight the con- 
quests of Alexander, of Hannibal and of 
Caesar, He remains thus the great cap- 
tain, superior to all others, by his great 
genius, his thirst for activity and his 
nature ardent to the point of intemper- 
ance, which always favorable to 
‘wotks of war,. but dangerous: for. the 
equilibrium of peace.’’ . 

‘He raised the art of war beyond al 
known heights, but this art itself carried 
him ‘to dizziness. Identifying the granh- 
deur of his country with his own, it was 
byarms that he wished to’ settle the 
fate of peoples, as if one ,can_ bring 
happiness to a nation from a*succession 
of victories dearly bought, as if a peo- 
ple can live on glory and not by work, |- 
as if defeated nations, their indepen- 
dence crippled, should not raise them- 
selves up one day to reconquer it and 
bring forth armies strong. in numbers 
and in faith in their,cause; as if in the 
civilized world right should not prevail 
over power based solely on force. 
‘Surely that man errs, no matter how 
fted he_ be, who in arrangi the 
airs of humanity loses himself in his 
own views, who sweeps aside the. moral 
law. or society built upon respect of the 
individual and o forgets principles 
and liberty, equality and _ fraternity 
which. constitutes our civilization. and 
which are the very essence of Chris- 
tianity. .

FIX DAYLIGHT SAVING FINE. 


Connecticut House Adopts $25 Pen- 
alty for Setting Clocks Ahead.

HARTFORD, play 5.—The House this

Arnstein and Cohen, with David W. 
Sullivan, head of Sullivan & Co., brok- 
ers; Norman W. Bowles, his partner, 
and W. W. Easterday of Sullivan & Co., 
also convicted, weresreleased in $10,000 
bail each pending their arraignment for 
sentence on Friday. Mr. Dooling ex- 
plained that it would not ve necessary 
to arrest Arnstein, Sullivan and Bowles 
if they. appealed the conviction and were 
released On bail, because they were un- 
der heavy bail on the indictments re- 
turned against them here, and merely 
would be called for trial.

‘““We have in the United States u0 
‘such thing as a melting pot, no such 
thing as. assimilation of all these races 
as a common stock,’’ Dr. Eliot told the 
students. ‘‘ There never has been; there 
never will be. 

‘‘That is the spectacle offered by all 
these nationalities, living together here, 
sometimes in large groups, sometimes 
scattered. Each race has held aloof 
from the others; they do not mix, they 
do not intermarry, or, at least, they 
have done so only to a degree‘so silght 
that it would take thousands upon thou- 
sands of years to affect the country. 

‘Those who have eyes may see here 
an example for the whole world: many 
races living apart, but together; though 
different, in harmony, and more and 
more acquiring the common ideals of ub- 
erty and law. Let that‘be your picture 
of the world hereafter: The nations liv- 
ing side by side, just Iike the States of 
cur Union.

DOMESTIC AND FOREIGN TRADE. 

The addresses at Cleveland of the 
Chairman of the National Foreign 
Trade Council and of the Governor of 
the Federal Reserve Board are com- 
plementary, and gain importance 
when considered together. Neither 
Governor Harpinec nor Chairman FAr- 
HELL’ encroached on the topic of the 
other, but the two topics are inex- 
tricably related. Neither domestic nor 
foreign trade can prosper separately ; 
both must thrive if either does. 

Governor HarDING's counsel is now 
as stimulating as it was cautionary 
about two years ago when it fell upon 
ears unwilling to hear. We have 
passed the banking crisis, in the opin- 
ion of our most authoritative banking 
authority. Within a single year the 
Federal Reserve percentage has risen 
from 43 to 52, and the banks are now 
able to stimulate business with a view 
to thawing out the frozen credits. 
‘* Any loan made today on the present 
** basis is necessarily much safer than 
** a loan made on the high values of a 
*‘year ago. * * * The time has 
** come for renewed courage and con- 
‘* fidence. We are now on the thresh- 
** old of the productive season. There 
**is no point in forcing liquidation 
** further, and producers should be en- 
ae couraged to build up.’, 

The danger is that scebelaaoce will 
see it first, and take up thd credits 
which the expanded reserves justify to 
an increase of two billions or so. No 
doubt the country would feel richer 
and happier’ if the security prices 
should reflect easier credit, but the 
same dollar cannot both sustain the 
markets and stimulate production. 
Also, if production is stimulated the 
domestic. commodity markets will be 
overburdened. They mistake the coun- 
sel of Governor HARDING who overlook 
his caution that the markets are safe 
because they have been liquidated. If 
they had not been liquidated, the situ- 
ation now would be unstable, as it was 
when his warnings were disregarded 
by those who preferred to keep their 
goods out of consumption, and made a 
grievance of not being assisted with 
bank funds to hold them for a rise. 
Their grievance will be increased as 
goods and crops increase with produc- 
tion cheapened by lower funds. To. be 
specific, the planting season is on us, 
and farmers seeking credit should be 
accommodated. But farmers seeking 
credit on unsold crops should be ac- 
commodated, if at all, only at the 
lower scale of food values. The world 
is not overfed, but it will not buy at 
rising prices with increasing supplies 
in sight. The situation is similar with 
all’ goods. ( 

Chairman FarRRe.Lu’s address indi- 
cated the natural escape from a dan- 
gerous excess of productive capacity 
over consumptive capacity. Goods of 
any sort are not produced for storage, 
and in restricted markets excess sup- 
plies must be sacrificed for what they 
will bring. Holding products for costs 
is as serious in the commodity mar- 
kets as holding securities in an over- 
supplied/market. Goods and securities 
are worth only what they will bring.

ANOTHER BUILDING TRUST. 

Mr. Unrermyrsk has furnished 4 
much-fleeced public with some more 
details about its benefactors. Some 
one thousand jobbers and manufactur- 
ers of plumbing material and fittings, 
with a total capital of $800,000,000, 
are combined to control the wholé 
plumbing business of the country ex- 
cept on the Pacific coast. By méans 
of the price-reporting system they 
were able to fix prices. When the 
price-reporting systetn Was given tip 
last Fall, just about the time the 
Lockwood committee began opera-° 
tions, the local association; concisely 
called the Greater New York Associa~ 
tion of Jobbers in Heating and Plumb- 
ing Supplies, began to hold monthly 
meétings. Mr. Frank H. HANLeEY, 
the $11,000-a-year Secretary of the 
Sanitary Potters’ Assdciation, the 
Range Boiler Association, the Na- 
tional Association of Brass Manu- 
facturers, the National Association of 
Woodwork Manufacturers, artlessly 
includes among the purposes of these 
meetings ‘‘ the social features‘’ of 
these interlocked plumbers’ clubs. 

Delightful social occasions thgy must 
be, and what noble betterments they 
have brought into our social economy! 
By means of a ‘‘ Standardization Bu- 
reau ’’ they have driven out all cheap 
plumbing stuff. Everything cheap is 
‘“‘insanitary.’’ The builder isn’t al- 
lowed to buy, for instance, anything 
but the heaviest and most costly kind 
of pipes and earthenware for bath- 
room use. These associated philan- 
thropists control the market in boilers, 
gas ranges, all sorts of pipe, enamel- 
ware, earthenware, porcelain, brass 
and copper fittings. The whole conti- 
nent of plumbing, except on the Pa- 
cific Coast, is theirs. No jobbing 
plumber not in the fraternity of these 
lords of housing can buy from the 
manufacturers save by difficult and 
round-about ways that sometimes 
have to be ‘‘ sweetened ’’ by commis- 
sions. 

These confederate plumbers are 
worthy fellows of the Association of 


Dealers in Masons’ Building Materials 


and the Builders’ Supply Bureau. 
How can anybody but a plutocrat 
build? The confederated plumbers 
are more than worthy of the tradi- 
tions of a business whose enlightened 
self-interest is a standardized joke. 
What is the condition of jail plumb- 
ing'in this State? Some of these con- 
sociate experts should have time and 
plenty of it to determine on the spot 
if that plumbing is ‘‘ insanitary.’’ 





EQUAL NAVIES AND WORLD PEACE 

In quoting yesterday ‘the First Lord 
of the British Admiralty, Baron L&E, 
upon naval equality. between the 
United States and Great Britain, we 
inadvertently overlooked his correction 
of the first published version of his 
statement, and made him say that the 
Claim to “ equality with any other 
Power,” as declared by the Senate, 
Great Britain had never ‘‘ expected 
“in the past and never would expe¢t 
“save in connection with the great 
“ English - speaking nation. . which 
‘‘ sprang from our loins.’”’ The fact 
is that Baron Lsp. used the word 
“accepted ’ in place of ‘* expected.” 
The correction really means more than 
would appear at first sight. Lord LEx, 
who was the British Military Attaché 
with General SHAFTER’sS army in Cuba, 
is one of the sincerest and stanchest 
friends America has in Great Britain. 
Moreover, the correction gives THE 
Times an opportunity to press home 
the significance and value of naval 
equality between the two nations as a 
gauge of mutual confidence and world 
peace. 

What Baron Les had in mind in 
using the word “ accepted ’’ was that 
formerly it had been the policy of 
Great Britain to maintain in Europe, 
for the protection of the empire, a 
navy as strong as the navies of any 
two Continental Powers. Germany 
alone challenged the policy, but Great 
Britain laid down ship after ship. to 
‘guard against the menace to her se- 
curity. When the great war came a 
powerful fleet had been acquired by 
Germany, , but #* was not strong 
enough to wrest control of the seas 
from Great Britain, and it could still 
be said that no combination of two 
fleets in Europe was as strong in the 
battle line as the British. With the 
collapse of Germany, Great. Britain 
abandoned the two-Power standard. 
Its occasion had gone. Baton Les saw 
no necessity of building against the 
United States. For the future a one- 
Power standard would be sufficient.

Upon growing boys, certainly, the 
influence of a manly teacher is very 
powerful. “Most men, if ever they 
lock back ppon their salad days, real- 
ize that their first inspirational inter- 
ést in science and literature, in his- 
tory and politics, and in the worthy 
ambitions of a citizen, dates from the 
contact of a masculine mind and per- 
sonality. The same subjects might 
have beén taught by a woman, and 
with equal or greater efficiency, but 
in the eyés of youth they would some- 
how have lacked substance and dig- 
nity—the power to enkindle an ‘intel- 
lectual fire. This does not, however, 
argue a universal superiority in the 
teaching of*men. In a young girl’s 
life a vigorous womanly influence 
would doubtless prove equally stimu- 
lating, though possibly in a different 
direction. 

Perhaps this is what Mr. WabDE 
meant. As it happens, the pinch of 
wartime greatly reduced the propor- 
tion of men teachers, and he was urg- 
ing the need of at least a few men 


‘ii: the final grades of the elementary 


schools. Hitherto the difficulty has 
lain in the matter of pay. Few men 
of the right kind will enter a field 
which does not offer the possibility of 
Inarriage and a home. Until quite re- 
cently, a young man began teaching 
on a salary of $900, with no great 
prospect of advancement. Today his 
salary begins at $1,500, and, even 
though he. does not leave the class- 
rcom of the elementary school, it may 
rise as high as $3,250. If he becomes 
principal, his salary is $4,750. Young 


men who have the gift and the am- 


bition to teach will hesitate before 
turning aside to other and more pre- 
¢arious professions. 


REBUILDING CENTRAL EUROPE. 

At Porto Rosa, near Trieste, there 
opened on Saturday a conference of 
representatives of Italy, France and 
the “ succession States” built on the 
ruins! of the Dual Monarchy, which 
represents one more effort to get 
Austria on its feet, and incidentally 
to get all Central and Southeastern 
Europe back at work. Primarily the 
object of the conference is the regu- 
lation of certain economic questions 
among the succession States—the di- 
vision of rolling ‘stock of the old Aus- 
tro-Hungariah railways on some more 
equitable basis than the mere reten- 
tion by every State of what it found 
in its territory, a principle which 
meant that every State was afraid to 
let its rolling stock pass the frontier; 
the conclusion. of general railroad, 
telegraph, telephone and postal con- 
ventions; simplification of customs ex- 
aminations; discussion of the regula- 
tion of traffic on the Danube; and 
finally an effort to make an equita- 
ble distribution among the various 
States of the raw materials produced 
in them all. 

If only this much fs done, the con- 
ference will have accomplished an 
enormous amount of good. If some- 
thing can really be done for Austria— 
and several plans have recently , been 
put forward which have some plausi- 
bility—all the Danube countries may 
look forward hopefully to better days. 
The difficulties, of course, are not 
to be underestimated. Government 
-credits to: Austria, aside from the post- 
ponement of all reparations claims, 
already granted, can hardly be thought 
of at present, and private money will 
probably look toward more secure 
fields of investment. But the latest 
plans provide for: guarantee of the 
loans by natural resources in, the 
ground, and plans are also being con-

A Frenchman has just 
hailed him as a great artist.. '‘ The 
American plumber,” declares Hucuss 
t# Roux, Senator of France, ‘‘is an 
é6xtraordinary : virtuoso.”: Compared 
with, him, French plumbers are miser- 
able ’prentice hands. 

This flattering tribute came out in 
a discussion of the question of baths 
in France.

Champion to Leave for Perma- 


nent Training Camp at 
Atlantic City. 








Jack Defnpsey and’ his entourage will 
Move on Atlantic City. today. 
heavyweight champion of the -world is 
scheduled to depart for. his permanent 
training camp at 11..0’clock this morn- 
ing. In the party will be Joe Benjamin, 
the Pacific Coast lightweight; Alex 
Trambidas, the, Oregon middleweight, 
and Steve Latzo, the Scranton welter- 
weight. This afternoon Dempséy will 
be tendered a reception by admirers 
and officials of Atlantic City. Mayor 
}idward L. Bader will present the boxer 
with the keys to the city. 

It ‘is Dempsey’s intention to settle 
down tomorrow to the serious business 
of getting into physical condition to de- 
fend his title against Georges Carpentier 
in their twelve-round bout at Jersey City 
on July 2. For the last ten days or so, 
Dempsey has been doing light work ct 
Freddie Welsh’s farm at Long Hill, 
N. J. This was in the nature of pre- 
liminary work to the more serious grind 
that is just ahead and by which the 
champion ‘hopes_to attain the same ex- 
cellent physical condition that enabled 
him to make such short work of Jess 
Willard at Toledo when Jack ascended 
the heavyweight throne. 

The champion did not do any work 
yesterday. He spent the day packing 
his trunks and making the other neces- 
sary arrangements for his departure for 
Atlantic City. Jack Kearns, his man- 
ager, had been expected to return to 
New York from the seashore resort, but 
he failed to put in an appearance, and 


it was generally believed. that the work 
of preparations for the coming of 
Dempsey had detained him. At Kearn’s 
office in this city it was announced that 
ne .would ‘probably remain in Atlantic 
City to meet Dempsey there today. 


Daily Program Outlined. 

Kearns has been in Atlantic City for 
several days, supervising the making of 
the necessory changes in the airdrome 
where Dempséy will.-do his training. 
This work has included the establish- 
ment of a gymnasium in one of: the 
spacious hangars at the field, and the 
erection of a stand with a seating ca- 
pacity of 5,000, from ‘which’ vantage 
point the boxing fans will be able to 
watch the champion box his sparring 
partners during his afternoon workouts. 

For the present Dempsey intends to do 
his road work on. the highways adjoin- 


ing, the airdrome early in the morning. 
This work will consist of jogs of five or 
six miles. He will then have’ breakfast, 
after which he will rest. Light exercise 
of some kind will consume the remain- 
der of the morning. A short rest will 
follow luncheon. Then he will skip rope, 
work on the pulleys and go through a 
setting-up exercise- especially designed 
to strengthen his stomach: and neck 


muscles. These stunts will be followed 
by boxing with his sparring partners. 
Althou he still has nearly? two 


months in which to prepare himseif for 
his’ bout with: Carpentiér, Dempsey is 
already in good condition. He is carry- 
ing a little surplus poundage, but it will 
not take long to work this off once he 
has_ settled down to the daily routine of 
ard work. As @ matter of fact, Demp- 
sey has purposely refrained from trying 
to reduce up to this time. He wants the 
extra weight so that he can burn it up 
_ rounding into condition for the 
attle. : 


Already in Good Shape. 


Yesterday the champion stated that he 
was perfectly satisfied with his condl- 
tion. ‘‘I am feeiting fit already,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I feel as if I could step. into 
the ring on a moment’s notice. have 
plenty of time in which to perfect my- 
self. I tend to work up to top notch 
by degrees. I do not want to be over- 
trained when I enter the ring against 
Carpentier. I want to be just atethe 
top of my form, so that I can do myself 
justice.”’ 

Dempsey believes that the swimming 
at Atlantic City will help materially in 
the conditioning process. He_believas 
that battling with the heavy surf will

The combined Oxford-Cambridge Unil- 
versities track and field team has ac- 
cepted, provisionally, .the invitation of 
Yale and Harvard for an international 
intercollegiate track meet to be held at 
Cambridge, Mass., in July. The English 
collegians will sail for the United States 
eatly in July, and the combined dual 
games will be held in the: Harvard 
Stadium on Saturday, July 23, according 
to present plans. 

Captain B. G. D. Rudd, of the Oxford 

team, has also cabled to the athletic 
authorities of Princeton University sug- 
gesting a seven event dual meet between 
Princeton and Oxford to be held after 
the Harvard-Yale games. Cambridge 
may also arrange a somewhat similar 
meeting with Cornell University. 
The Oxford athletes selected for the 
trip to the United States include; A. I. 
Reese, formerly of the University of Ne- 
braska, for the 16-pound shotput; G. A. 
Trowbridge, former student at Prince- 
ton University, for the running high 
jump and the hurdle races; Captain 
Rudd for the sprints, E. A. Montague 
for the distance runs, W. R. Milligan 
for the intermediary runs, Macnokes for 
the 16-pound hammer throw and I. In- 
grams for the running broad jump. 


Graduate Athletic Manager George M. 
Murray of Princeton University, in dis- 
cussing: with an Associated Press repre- 
sentative yesterday the probability of a 
dual meet between Oxford and Prince- 
ton, stated that although the cable, dis- 
patched by Captain Rudd of the Oxford 
team had not yet arrived, it would find 
Princeton In a receptive mood. 

‘““Until the cablegram from Mr. Rudd 
is received I cannot ‘speak authorita- 
tively,’ said Mr. Murray, *‘ but unoffi- 
cially it is no secret that such a meet- 
ing is probable. It might be held on 
Saturday, July 80, or some approximate 
date. College will close about the mid- 
fle of June and we could not hold our 
athletes in training until ‘the last of 
July, but it would be possible to permit 
them a vacation at home and then recall 
them for a short period of trairfing. 

“The location for the games would 
be a matter for careful consideration.

Emerald Is Bat One of Jewels on 
Which Greek King’s Mother 
Seeks to Obtain Cash. 


PARIS, May 5.—Queen Olga, mother 
of King Constantine of Greece, is in such 
circumstances that she is reported to 
have offered some of her jewels for sale. 
It has just become known here that she 
recently sent a young Greek officer to 
the United States with a large emerald 
brooch -with instructions to dispose of 
i@ at the highest price. 

The young man was dressed in ‘civilian. 





clothes and seryed as & mate on the 


steamer, which was the King Alexander. 
Upon arriving in. New York he failed to 
declare the jewel, and he was arrested 
and imprisoned for- twenty days. »He 
was also fined $700, which was the for- 
eign value put upon the brooch by the 
customs authorities. The captain of the 
vessel also was penalized for failing 
properly to acquaint passengers. with 
American .customs .requirements. 

The brooch, which had been in the 
family of the Greek -Dowager for a cen- 
tury, was confiscated at the New York 
Custom House and, according .to Paris 
stories, Quecn Olga is now trying to find 
some means of retrieving it. 

Anti-royalists in Greece assert that the 
whole Greek royal family, comprising 
the King and Queen, seven Princes and 
about thirty Princesges, are feeling the 
effect of the economic. distress in Greece.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The Depart- 
ment of Labor announced tonight that, 
‘despite. popular belief that unemploy- 
ment throughout the country has grad- 
ually lessened over the April period, 
actual figures reveal that conditions at 
the close of April are 0.4 per cent. worse 
than at the close of March.”’ : 

The report received show that of 53 
industrial centres east of the Mississippi, 
28 show decreases. in employment, as 
against 25 showing improved conditions. 
The Pacific Coast is shown as having 
lost ground during April, inactivity in 
shipbuilding and lumbering accounting 
for much of the reduction. 

Of the situation in the Middle Atlantic 
division, including New York, New Jer- 
sey and Pennsylvania, the report says: 

“ Serious unemployment exists through- 
out all three States of the district, and 
little industrial tmprovement has been 
noticeable during April. Inadequate 
housing is’ almost general, dilatory wage 
conferences between builders and em- 
ployers further delaying what little con- 
struction has been started. Improved 
business is noticeable in very few 
cities.’’ ’

‘* Unsettled conditions are blamed for 
the non-arrival of anticipated building 
improvement. Wholesale paper enjoys no 
material improvement, -vut printing 
trades report normalcy and general em- 
ployment improvement.

‘* Rochester—Anticipated seasonal im- 
provement in garments has not brought 
with it corresponding activity in other 
lines. Betterment awaits determination 
of labor conferences. A few employment 
opportunities are offered in automobiles 
and oils, enjoying some. increased ac- 
tivity, but indefinite closing of one 
wood-working plant leaves unemploy- 
ment almost the same. Two former

L. E. Sheppard, head of the conduct- 
ors, opened the Big Four presentation, 
and attacked the Transportation act, 
which he said had ‘‘ not been a panacea 
but a crown of thorns, which the rail- 
roads are now pressing to the brow of 
labor.”’ ° . 

He declared that the law intended the 
Labor Board as a safety valve, and it 


should not be stampeded b vublic 
clamor. There had been gome slight de- 
creases in living costs, he said, but 
these had been more than offset by 
other -advanced prices cf necessities. 
‘There is something more fundamen- 
tal in this question than a reduction of 
wages,'’ Mr. Stone said in his state- 
ment. ‘‘ The question before you gentle- 
men involves the welfare of our coun- 
try: it will decide whether a few bond- 
holders shall get dividends, or whether 
millions of workingmen shall have an 
American standard of living.’’

‘‘ We want to be fair and see building 
boom,’’ he added. 

The big building trades strikes in Chi- 
cago, Boston, Philadelphia and many 
other places, Mr. Hutcheson said, could 
protably be settled if the employers

impartial arbitration commission. 

The Executive Council of the -Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor began its ten-

Some, Won't Publish Lists. 

Information reaches Washington that 
while some newspapers are publishing 
the lists, others have used, for the 
present, to print them, either on the 
ground that they do not dare to do any 
man an injustice, or because they do 
not care to run the risk of libel.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Reforms in 
the Government’s financial system were 
pushed ahead today toward a long- 
delayed completion when the House, 
after two days’ debate, passed, 344 to 9, 
the bill creating a Bureau of the Budget 
and a General Accounting Office for the 
executive departments. | 

The measure as passed by the House 
is different in some minor. particulars 
from that passed by the Senate. These 
differences wilt be adjusted in confer- 


‘ences between the two houses which are 


to be held immediately. House leaders, 
including. Good of Iowa, who is direct- 
ing the House fight for the budget, 
predict that the bill will be perfected 
and agreed to in Congress within the 
next two weeks and sent to the Presi- 
dent. This will permit the inauguration 
of the new system at the opening of the 
next fiscal year, July 1. 

The chief differences between the 

House and Senate bills creating the 
Byreau of the Budget are: 
. The House bill permits the removal by 
Congress of the Controller General, 
chief accounting officer, without the ap- 
priva] of the President. The bureau ‘is: 
made an independent bureau. 

The Senate bill makes the Bureau of 
the Budget a division of the Treasury 
Department. It provides for the re- 


moval of the Controller General by joint | limit, 


resolution of Congress, with the Presi- 
dent’s assent. 

Former President Wileon vetoed a 
budget. bill because it contained the 
House provision, on the ground that it 
was unconstitutional usurpation of the 
powers of the President. The House 
has clung to-its plan because it wants 
Congress to retain sole jurisdiction: over 
the Controller Generai remove 
from the influence of the executive 
officers through the President. ‘ 

Fundamental features of the bill wore 
subject to at’ in. the se today, 
but all fafled under votes.

You have been told over here by that 
committee that homes have been burned 
in Ireland and that people have been 
threatened. It is true. You have been 
told that annihilation oveftakes the Irish 
race,

meeting, or the people of this country, 
going to allow the Irish to be annihi- 
lated Yes or no!’’——And when many 
noes greeted the question, he continued, 
defending those Irishmen who failed to 
go to the war, and reiterating an appeal 
for relief.

‘ORGIES ON THE STAGE 


Annmal Report port Finds’ Fenle With 
Farces and Musical Shows— 
Attacks City Athorities. 


The New York Socfety for the Sup- 
pression of Vice in its annual report 
made public yesterday ‘‘ reveals a men- 
acing situation’’ and charges “the 
Mayor and his appointees with the re- 
sponsibility.’’ ‘The document finds se- 
vere fault with some successful farces 
and musical shows, wonders: if ‘‘ those 
who. witness such orgies and are in- 
flueticed by them’’ can be ‘stablé and 
useful membets of society and asserts 
that ‘‘ frequent disgraceful escapades re- 
ported in thé press as to those who par- 
ticipate in such exhibitions conclusively 
show the effect as to them.’’ Present 
laws are ample for the control of al- 
most any objectionable tsage perform- 
ance, says the report, but they are not 
enforced. 

Seeking to answer its own quéstion, 
“is the influence of the average mo- 
tion picture shown in the average house 
good?” the report describes postérs dis- 
layed before the moVie theatres be- 
ween Bighth atid Second Avenues from 

wenty-third Street south. It complains 
that: they depicted revolvér play, 
strangling, the word assion’’ in 
purple letters three feet high; the activi- 
ties of crooks. one nude emale, several 
others partially nude and girls in the 
most scanty bathing costume. Then the 
report quotes opinions that. crook pic- 
lures should not be shown. It ask8 Why 
the authorities have not acted, says the 
Commissioner of Licenses has the power 
to close forbidden shows and Says: 

‘Is the Adminigtfation afraid of the 

hublicity power of the motion picture 
nterests? We call the present emer- 
gency a crime wave, It is a ripple on a 
mill pond compared to what we shall 
have if we continue to permit our chil- 
dren to be demoralized by & lawless and 
unmoral aggregation of sordid and sen- 
sual defilers of the screen. Staté con- 
trol through a conscientious commis- 
sion, with power to license: or prohibit 
the release and exhibition of motion pic- 
tures, is the only. practicable remedy.’

Further Advance in Stocks and 
Bonds—-Reserve Ratio Higher 
ovitoney Little Changed, . 


"After a day of rising prices on the 
Stock Exchange &nd of only sligtitly 
easier money rates on the open markat, 
interest naturally converged on the 
weekly Wederal Reserve reports. Con- 
trary to rather general expectation, the 
New York Bank’s reserve ratio did not 
inerease; it remained exactly at ‘the 
65% per cent. rate of the preceding 
statement. The bank gained $10,800,000 
gold, but ite reserve of other currency 
decreased to virtually .the same extent|c 
and the sum of its deposits and ciroula- | t 
tion was little changed.- Wednesday's 
lowering of the rediscount rate, there-| 4 
fore, was recognition not of any such |; 
sudden change as the 10 per cent. rise 
of reserve percentage in a fortnight 
which caused the reduction in the Boston 
bank rate, but of the general situation, 
present and prospective. 

The Reserve system as a whole, how- 
ever, reported another increase in its 
Tatio Of reserves to note and deposit 
labilities, which, rising from 55 to 
65 1-8 per cent., reached ‘the high mark 
of the year. Its total rediscounts were 
mot greatly changed from the preceding 
statement, but outstanding note circula- 
tion was reduced $1,500,000 further, 
making $576,000,000 reduction since the 
high point of December. There was an 
increase of $35,000,000 in the correspond- 
ing interval a year ago and a reduction 
of only $114,000,000 two years ago, 
when the period covered the short-lived 
trade reaction after the Armistice. The 
whole Reserve system’s gold reserve in- 
creased $26,700,000; it is now $284,000,- 
000 higher than at the end of 1920 and 
$401,700,000 above this week a year ago. 

Money rates on the open Wall Street 
market were little changed as a result 
of Wednesday's reduction of the Re- 
serve Bank’s rate; but it should be ob- 
served that time loans on collateral had 
gone, down to the 6% per cent. before 
the Reserve ‘Bank acted afid that the 
“street rate’ for commerojal paper 
has been more or less nominal. In the 
foreign exchange market, sterling hardly 
moved, but French and Belgian rates 
went above the year’s previous high 
price. 
statement once more ‘proved that last 
week's reduction of its rate was in no 
respect due to an increasingly strong po- 
sition of its own; its percentage of re- 
serve ta deposits fell from 12% to 12%, 
an abnormally low figure. Bank rates 
at Stockholm and Copenhagen were re- 
duoged yesterday from 7 to 6% per cent. 

With transactions which crossed thé 
million-share mark for the sixth time 
in 1921 and for the fourth time in two 
weeks, the advance on the Stock Ex- 
change continued yesterday. As always 
happens when a movement in one direc- 
tion has gained momentum, the advance 
reflected partly professional speculation 


speculatiye outsiders; but it can hardly 
be doubted ithat the heavy buying pro 
ceeded in great part from purchases t@ 
close out the lately overextended specu- 
lation for the decline. This was per- 
haps especially true of the railway 
shares, in which further advances of 1 
to 2 points were numerous yesterday, 
bringing the active stocks 5 to 6 points 
above the year’s low level of March or 
April, 

Industrial shares moved more irregu- 


from 1 to 3 per cent. The bond market 
advanced more vigorously than on any 
preceding day this week; securities of 
foreign Governments’ rising along with 
railway. issues and gaining in many 
cases 4% to 1 point for the day. Un- 
doubtedly both stock and bond markets 
were stimulated by-the Reserve Bank’s 
rate reduction, but the wage hearing con- 
tinued to influence railway stocks and 
the Burlington loan subscription to in- 
fluence bonds. In these matters we have 
still to learn exactly what was the 
character of the Burlington subscrip- 
tion—how far predominantly conver- 
sion of old bonds or application of new 
capital—and the wage decision will not 
be known before the middle of the 
month. Yesterday and the day before, 
the spokesmen for the unions abandoned 
the irrelevancies of their previous argu- 


jment, and began talking more to the

eral Reserve Board tell an interesting 
story of the manner in which che 
strength of the Federal Reserve Banks, 
which might seem to warrant reduced 
rates, has been attained. 

One of the interesting and important

In. his remarks to shareholders Presi- 
dent E. E. Loomis said that the deficit | 
in operating income shown for the year 
was attributable to increased wages and 
other expenses during Federal control. 
He said in part: : 

‘‘ Two effects of Federal control also 
were important factors in creating the 
deficit in operating income. The first 
was the continuance of the national 
agreements, under the, order of the 
AJnited Stateg Railroad Labor oard. 
The management of your company has 
joined with other railroads in opposing 
the perpetuation of these. restrictive 
rules, in the formation of which they 
had no part and under which they are 
saddled not only with enormous unnec- 
‘essary’ expense, but algo with serious 
handicaps to the efficient operation of 
their properties. The second was the 
return in bad condition of an unusually 
large number of Lehigh Valley cars 
which, during Federal control, were in 
service on other roads. 
‘*“Your company, along with many 
others, suffered considerable loss in 
jrevenues on account of the ‘ outlaw’ 
strikes of certain classes of employes 
during the early part of the year. At 
that time, as well as now, agitators 
wore active, particularly among rail- 
road men, spreading discontent and un- 
rest, apparently with the ,view of dis- 
organizing railroad service. and again 
bringing about some mcasure of Govern- 
ment control. 
‘| ‘* Those who would: combat the spread 
of these revolutionary doctrines must be 
constantly on guard, ever jealous of the 
constititional rights of the individual to 
work, to own property and io lay by a 
portion of his earnings.
